A  German  newspaper  recently  conducted  a  survey  about  Ger- 
mans belief  in  God.  In  eastern  Germany,  only  12%  of  the  popula- 
tion over  68  years  old  said  that  they  believed  in  God,  and  abso- 
lutely no  one  under  28  years  old  who  was  surveyed  said  that  they 
believed  in  God.
